"Any man who 
would run against Hoover for President would poll a much 
smaller vote," said Hitchcock.

LONDON, Jan. i:\.—The niemoiy of 


Charles Kingsley, the preacher-novel- 
ist, who died on this date in 187.">, is- 
to be signally honored next Ju.io, on 
the occasion of the one hundredth an- 
niversary of his birth. To the gen- 
eral public the name of Ktnftsley is 
perhaps best known as that of the 
author of "Westward Ho!" 
But in 


his day he was celebrated as a preach- 
er of socialistic doctrine ami an ai- 
dent advocte of social reforms, man> 
of which have since become accom- 
plished facts. 


Kingsley 
was born in 
Devon-.hi -e 


and was the son of a country pardon. 
He is said to have preached his fhsl 
sermon when ihe was four years old, 
and his mother kept it as a curiositj. 
in this young: Charles said: 


"Nobody can tell how the cleiil can 


be chained in hell. If humanity, hon- 
esty and good' religion fade we can to 
a certainty get them back by being 
good again. Religion is reading good 
books, doing good actions and not tell- 
ing lies and not speaking evil and not 
calling your brother a fool." 


Six months after graduating at 


Cambridge KinRhley was settled a; 
curate at Eversley, which place con- 
tinued to be his home during the re- 
mainder of his life. In working- ut 
Eversley Mr. Kingsley bes?an to lea- 
lize the need of a Chiistian <,ociah.-,m 
in England. With this decision he 
took his place in English life as a 
parson, a politician, an author and a 
-trenuous worker to save souls. 


He wrote for the working man un- 


der the title of "Parson Lot," and told 
him that he must free himself fiom 
his own wicked inclinations before he 
could pass from under the cruel pow- 
er of bad social 
conceptions. His 


strongest stories dealing with the 
subject of 
socialism in its 
highest 


sense are "Yeast' 'and "Alton Locke, j 


Kingsley was made c'mon of We.it- 


minster shortly before his death, and 
is buried in the famous abiey. Once 
when a. friend wished him a long life 
Kingsley said: "Ask for me anything 
but that. Let us live hard, work hard, 
go a good pace and get to our jour- 
ney's ond as soon as possible.'' 


The eldest son of the author had 


emigrated to America and had become 
successful as an engineer in Colorado. 
In his later years Charles Kmj>.-k\ 
crossed the Atlantic to visit his son 
and to see the country.

Placing before the Sen- 
ate Hoover's denial, Senator Hitchcock, Neb. summed up reasons 
in Hoover's behalf. 


"If Hoover is aiding or piotectmg anybody it is the small 


live stock farmer," said Hitchcock. "He has done nothing wrong 
and yet he is being stabbed in the back by his enemies on this 
floor." Replying to Senator Borah's charge that packers weie 
enabled to make inordinate profits because of the bystem Hoover 
built up as food administrator, Hitchcock declared "the pioflts 
would have been much greater had Hoover not been in charge." 


"Doesn't the Senator say the profits were mordnate," asked 


Borah. 


"I repeat" said Hitchcock, "that they would have been much 


higher had Hoover not been in charge. Hitchcock 
declaied 


Hoover would come out completely ^ indicated. "Any man who 
would run against Hoover for President would poll a much 
smaller vote," said Hitchcock. 


"I don't deny that any Senator would be able to laise a much 


smaller campaign tund," said Borah. Borah declared he had 
never attacked Hoover's personal integrity but the system he

LONDON, Jan. i:\.—The niemoiy of 


Charles Kingsley, the preacher-novel- 
ist, who died on this date in 187.">, is- 
to be signally honored next Ju.io, on 
the occasion of the one hundredth an- 
niversary of his birth. To the gen- 
eral public the name of Ktnftsley is 
perhaps best known as that of the 
author of "Westward Ho!" 
But in 


his day he was celebrated as a preach- 
er of socialistic doctrine ami an ai- 
dent advocte of social reforms, man> 
of which have since become accom- 
plished facts. 


Kingsley 
was born in 
Devon-.hi -e 


and was the son of a country pardon. 
He is said to have preached his fhsl 
sermon when ihe was four years old, 
and his mother kept it as a curiositj. 
in this young: Charles said: 


"Nobody can tell how the cleiil can 


be chained in hell. If humanity, hon- 
esty and good' religion fade we can to 
a certainty get them back by being 
good again. Religion is reading good 
books, doing good actions and not tell- 
ing lies and not speaking evil and not 
calling your brother a fool." 


Six months after graduating at 


Cambridge KinRhley was settled a; 
curate at Eversley, which place con- 
tinued to be his home during the re- 
mainder of his life. In working- ut 
Eversley Mr. Kingsley bes?an to lea- 
lize the need of a Chiistian <,ociah.-,m 
in England. With this decision he 
took his place in English life as a 
parson, a politician, an author and a 
-trenuous worker to save souls. 


He wrote for the working man un- 


der the title of "Parson Lot," and told 
him that he must free himself fiom 
his own wicked inclinations before he 
could pass from under the cruel pow- 
er of bad social 
conceptions. His 


strongest stories dealing with the 
subject of 
socialism in its 
highest 


sense are "Yeast' 'and "Alton Locke, j 


Kingsley was made c'mon of We.it- 


minster shortly before his death, and 
is buried in the famous abiey. Once 
when a. friend wished him a long life 
Kingsley said: "Ask for me anything 
but that. Let us live hard, work hard, 
go a good pace and get to our jour- 
ney's ond as soon as possible.'' 


The eldest son of the author had 


emigrated to America and had become 
successful as an engineer in Colorado. 
In his later years Charles Kmj>.-k\ 
crossed the Atlantic to visit his son 
and to see the country. He was \\oin 
and weary from ovei\vork and
